18.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  act,  notwithstanding  any  vacancy 
in  the  membership,  or  a{iy  defect  in  the  constitution  thereof,  and  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Council  shall  be  valid  notwithstanding  that  some  person,  who  was 
not  entitled  to  be  a member  had  sat,  voted  or  otherwise  taken  part  in  the

19.  The  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  members,  the  Member-Secretary  and 
Oti.cr  employees  of  the  Council  shall  be  deemed,  when  acting  or  purporting 
to  act  in  pursuance  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  any  rule  or  regu- 
lation or  order  or  direction  made  or  issued  under  this  Act,  to  be  public  servant* 
within  the  meaning  of  section  21  of  the  Indian  Penal  Code. 

20.  No  suit  or  other  legal  proceeding  shall  lie  against  the  Government, 
the  Council  or  any  member  thereof  or  any  employee  or  person  acting  under 
the  direction  of  the  Government  or  the  Council,  in  respect  of  anything  which 
is  in  good  faith  done  or  intended  to  be  done  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  or  Bki y 
rule,  regulation,,  order  or  direction  made  or  issued  under  this  Act.

If  any  difficulty  arises  in  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
regulations.  the  Government  may,  as  occasion  requires,  by  order,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  do  anything  which  appears  to  be  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  difficulty: 

Provided  that  no  such  order  shall  be  made  after  the  expiry  of  two  years 
from  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  this  Act.

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The  following  Act  of  the  Tamil  Nadu  Legislative  Assembly  received  the  assent  of 
the  Governor  on  the  17th  June  1999  and  is  hereby  published  for  general  information: — 

ACT  No.  34  OF  1999. 

An  Act  to  Amend  The  Tamil  Nadu  State  Council  for  Higher  Education  Act,  1992. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  in  the  Fiftieth 
Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows: — 

1.(1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Tamil  Nadu  State  Council  tor  .'!:<’her  Education 
(Amendment)  Act.  1999. 

(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  at  once. 

Tamil  Nadu  Act  2.  In  section  4 of  the  Tamil  Nadu  State  Council  for  Higher  Education  act,  1992, 

40  of  1992.  after  clause  (b),  the  following  clause  shall  be  inserted,  namely: — 

"(bb)  the  Secretary  to  Governor,  ex-officio:”.
